School Bus 
Bids Opened 


Bids for school bus contracts 
were opened in last week’s School 
Committee meeting. 

Two firms bid: The Trombley 
Motor Coach Co,, of Andover, 
present school bus contractors; 
and the McIntire Bus Co, of Lynn- 
field, The bids were for a dif- 
ferent number of school days, and 
hence were confusing to the lis- 
tener. 

Trombley’s bid, on a per bus 
per day basis, was $54.09, for 
busses not over three years old, 
on a three year contract, and $65 
per day per bus for a one year 
contract, 

With six new buses, and using 
some of his existing fleet, Trom- 
Dley bid for one year $53.51 per 
bus per day, and for three years 
$43.51 per bus per day. 

Melntire, using buses of 1967 
newer, bid $54 per busper day on 
a one or three year contract, 

Using 1964 equipment his bid 
was $52 per day, for a one or 
three year contract, 

The bids were opened by Wal- 
ter McNamara, in the absence of

Spoke up to say that MAPC sees 
itself in a partnership role with 
SILC, ‘I do not think of MAPC 
in a consultant role, but rather

Caswell told the group that ‘if 
we are to work as a groupwecan 
bring suggestions to the Town 
Meetings next January, We are 
doing our homework, and I hope 
you are doing yours’, 

Mr Forbes described the Plan- 
ning Work of Weston, after which 
Danny Gillis (Wilmington) poin- 
ted out that the organization was 
‘thrown together as a calamity 
group’. Wilmington, he said,

Bob Rader ofthe Concord Plan-

Caswell declared that SILC was 
in a unique position, and that it 
was fortunate in having the MAPC 
working with it, What areas would 
the organization be interested in - 
Mass Transit? - Roads’ ~ Other 
areas? - Waste Disposal? 

After some more discussion 
by some of those present Rep, 
Ed Dickson of Weston brought the 
questions back to the legal status, 
He felt that in the statutes au 
thorizing the MAPC there could 
be found an authority for sub- 
regional groups, This, he thought, 
would’ be better than a separate | 
organization, - ‘our relationship 
with the MA PC couldn’t be better” 

Dick Doherty of the MAPC, the 
new Director, assured the meet- 
ting that the MAPC would continue 
to support SILC, There could 
he said, no formal establishment 
of a sub region under the admin- 
istration of MAPC, 

The consensus of the following 
discussions was that they should 
talk only organization, in their
